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PREFACE 


ANY of the fine traits of Christian character revealed in 
later life have their roots in the experiences of child- 
hood. Worship is one of these experiences, and this book 
has been planned to enrich the worship of Primary boys 
and girls. Therefore, the varying interests and needs of all 
the ages within the Primary Department have been kept in 
mind. The purpose of the hymnal is to provide hymns that 
will help the children to grow in their relationship to God, 
to Jesus, to the Church, to the Bible, and to people. It is 
our hope that all these experiences may be increasingly 
meaningful as the children sing these songs. 

The book contains some of the great hymns of the Church 
simple enough for the children to make them their own. 
Sometimes both the words and the music have been used, 
but more often words written especially for the children 
have been set to well-known hymn tunes. A number of 
Scripture verses set to music and short passages from the 
oratorios are included. To add interest to missionary les- 
sons, songs used on the mission fields were sought, and sev- 
eral have been translated for the book. 

The music has been kept within the range of the chil- 
dren’s voices, and tunes have been chosen that are joyous, 
attractive, and singable. Folk tunes are used frequently so 
that the children may learn to appreciate the culture of 
other lands. 

Children’s workers from the Baptist, Evangelical and 
Reformed, and Presbyterian Churches, as well as experi- 
enced Church musicians, have shared in the preparation of 
the hymnal. 


The friendly co-operation of authors, composers, and 
publishers is greatly appreciated. Every effort has been 
made to secure permission for the use of copyrighted hymns 
and tunes; if in any case material has been used without due 
credit, corrections will be made in future printings, upon 
notification.
